already have court injunctions 
on hand, with only the dates 
and student names to be added 
when the time comes. 
Many signs point to a rather 
element in the coming con- 
f r o n t a t i o n s : the faculties.

Additio nal ev idence o f ho w deep the 
disease o f inflatio n has filtered into 
American life is pro v ided by a study 
o f the natio n s utilities by the Senate 
Go v ernment Operatio ns Co mmittee. As 
o f J une 1 o f this y ear, a to tal o f nearly 
o ne billio n do llars in pro po sed rate in­ 
creases fo r g as, electric and telepho ne 
co mpanies was pending befo re the 5 0 
state utility reg ulating co mmissio ns. 


This was a reco rd v o lume o f rate 
increase applicatio ns by the natio n’s pri­ 
v ate utilities. No t included in this to tal 


were $218 millio n in rate increase re­ 
quests pending befo re the FCC and 
Federal Po wer Co mmissio n. 


As o f J une 1. o nly eig ht states had 
no requests fo r utility rate increases. 
If all pending increases are appro v ed, 
an ex tra billio n do llars will be tacked’ 
to utility bills each y ear.

Co st increases fo r utilities 
create pressures fo r price increases o f 
many items o n the co nsumer shelf.

The 119-pag e repo rt sub­ 
mitted by the co mmissio n must still be 
appro v ed by the ABA’s bo ard o f g o v ern­ 
o rs and president, but this is co nsidered 
little mo re than a fo rmality . 
Thus, the study which was requested 
by President Nix o n last April is o v er­ 
whelming ly critical o f the FTC, which 
it say s has beco me o bsessed with triv ia 
and has ig no red the mo re impo rtant re­ 
spo nsibilities. 
The repo rt reco mmends 
a co mplete o v erhaul o f the co nsumer- 


pro tectio n ag ency , including a new chair­ 
man. 
Fifteen o f the 16 members o f the 
ABA panel repo rtedly appro v ed 
the 
stro ng co ndemnatio n. 
The o ther mem­ 
ber fav o red 
o utrig ht abo lishment 
o f 
the FTC. 
In co mmenting o n the current status 
o f the co mmissio n, the panel said, “ if 
chang e do es no t o ccur, there will be no 
substantial purpo se to be serv ed by its 
co ntinued ex istence; the essential wo rk 
to be do ne must then be carried o n by 
o ther g o v ernmental institutio ns.’ 
The lang uag e is plain eno ug h. 
No w 
it is up to the administratio n to mo ld the 
wo rds o f criticism into po sitiv e actio n.

Douglas s v ille 


First Settlement 


By W. EDMUND CLAUSSEN 
Area Histo ria n 


The o ther ev ening we dro v e ho me thro ug h 
Do ug lassv ille when all was so serene we co uld 
no t help but respo nd to the quaint beauty o f the 
co mmunity . Here it was settlement first to o k 
place in o ur area, when the Swedes came and 
selected their riv er fro ntag es. A tho ug ht dev el­ 
o ped naturally , what was it like in the beg in­ 
ning ? Like families, co mmunities may be pro ne 
to hide a skeleto n in the clo set. Had there ev er 
been any unsav o ry ev ents to blemish the quiet 
cadence o f this place? 
When time permitted we o pened the o ld 
Ledg er file and immediately turned to a Feb. 9, 
18 6 9 write-up bearing o ut the co mmunity ’s re­ 
tiring nature fro m inceptio n. We fo und no t 
a 
blemish. . . 
“ This little to wn,” wro te the edito r o f the 
Ledg er, “ numbering so me 15 o r mo re dwelling s, 
with a po pulatio n o f 15 0 o r 200, is pleasantly 
lo cated in Amity to wnship, o n the left bank o f 
the Schuy lkill in the midst o f an ag ricultural 
co untry o f g reat fertility and richness. Its dwell­ 
ing s are scattered fo r so me distance o n bo th 
sides o f the Perkio men and Reading Turnpike... 
“ The settlement, which was o rig inally called 
Mo rlatto n, is o ne o f the o ldest alo ng the Schuy l­ 
kill Valley , being mo st likely half a century 
o lder than Reading —Do ug lassv ille hav ing been 
the residence o f a number o f Swedish families 
prev io us to the y ear 17 00. Of the many to wns 
in the Schuy lkill Valley , we kno w o f no ne that 
has adv anced so little since the building o f 
tho se g reat impro v ements, the Schuy lkill Canal 
and the Reading Railro ad. . 
This lack o f industry seemed to bug the o ld 
edito r. We g et the impressio n he y earned fo r 
a 
ro lling mill o r nail facto ry beside ev ery po rch. 
Ho w fo rtunate, instead, that here remained a 
seg ment o f o ur early settlement that resisted 
smo g , dust and no ise. It is necessary fo r the 
human race to dev elo p areas to liv e, as well as 
areas to wo rk. 
The Ledg er repeatedly remarks o n this lack 
o f co mmerce: “ The place enjo y s many adv an­ 
tag es to r manufactures and and iro n wo rks, but 
no o peratio ns o f this kind hav e ev er been erected 
here. The bo atman, as he passes alo ng the canal 
in the distance can wind his ho rn in peace, fo r 
the echo es are unbro ken by the hum o f the spin- 
del o r the whirr and clatter o f busy machinery , 
and the trav eler, as he g azes o ut the windo w o f 
the passing railro ad car lo o ks in v ain fo r the 
furnaces, the ro lling mill, o r the facto ries which 
he may well ex pect to see in nearly ev ery Penn­ 
sy lv ania to wn. 
“ We understand that land may be had fo r 
the purpo se o f building facto ries, free, o r fo r a 
trifle, and if a start were o nce made by the 
peo ple o f the v icinity , we hav e no do ubt men o f 
means and manufacturing ex perience wo uld 
so o n be attracted there, to build up anu o perate 
wo rks. . . The present is the time to do this, 
g entlemen; do no t wait fo r a mo re fav o rable 
time, but co mmence the wo rk no w.” 
He do es pay a rare co mpliment to its seren­ 
ity : “ Do ug lassv ille, as a place o f residence; 
especially fo r tho se who wish to enjo y retire­ 
ment and quiet, is certainly a pleasant place. It 
is healthful, the scene alo ng the riv er is fine, 
and the driv es and rambles abo ut the place are 
ro mantic and beautiful. When in the co ntempla­ 
tiv e mo o d, a walk thro ug h the o ld g rav ey ard o f 
St. Gabriel’s Church, where the fo refathers o f 
the v illag e hav e been interred fo r mo re than a 
century and a half, canno t fail to be o f interest, 
and affo rd fo o d fo r serio us tho ug ht and reflec­ 
tio n.” 
But, with almo st a tear that the beautiful 
lawns hav e no t y et been to rn asunder, we are 
info rmed o f a newly to und so urce o f wealth: 
“ A fine depo sit Gf sand v ery suitable fo r build­ 
ing purpo ses has recently been disco v ered at 
Do ug lassv ille, a sho rt distance belo w the surface 
o f the g ro und, o n the Do ug lass estate, and o n 
the premises o f Mr. T. W. Ludwig . We under­ 
stand that Messrs Ho llo way and Leaf hav e been 
shipping so me o f this rand to Reading , to build­ 
ers there. The bed o n Mr. Ludwig ’s pro perty 
seems to be quite ex tensiv e, and ¿ he v ery best 
article, and will no do ubt co me into g eneral 
use as so o n as its v alue and cheapness beco me 
kno wn. . . 
“ Whatev er may be said o f the lack o f enter­ 
prise abo ut Do ug lassv ille, o ne thing is certain, 
and that is g reatly to the credit o f the place — 
that its peo ple are a mo st intellig ent, enlig htened 
and reading co mmunity . In pro o f o f this we 
hav e o nly to lo o k at the larg e piles o f news­ 
papers 
and 
perio dicals 
that 
arriv e 
at 
its 
po st o ffice. . . We o urselv es can bo ast o f send­ 
ing no less than 7 8 papers to the place, and all 
to g o o d pay ing subscribers. . . 
“ A po st o ffice was iirst established ir Do ug ­ 
lassv ille in 18 31. The bridg e which spans the 
riv er was built in 18 33. The o ld ‘White Ho rse 
Tav ern’ at the eastern end o f the to wn, was a 
well kno wn sto pping place in the o ld stag e co ach 
day s. . . It is still standing , tho ug h no t used as 
a public ho use. The io wn has no w two ho tels 
o ne is kept by Mr. Charles B. Miller, and the 
o ther by Mr. Dennis O Brien, bo th g o o d ho uses 
and well patro nized by strang ers and trav elers. 
The sto re o f Mr. Lev i B. Ho llo way (fo r o v er 4 0 
y ears kept by the late Henry McKenty ) is do ing 
a flo urishing trade. Mr. Ho llo way is also po st­ 
master— a v ery o blig ing o ne, by the way —and 
his o ffice do es a v ery larg e business. . . 
“ The new Turnpike Co mpany , fro m Do ug ­ 
lassv ille to Yello w Ho use so me fiv e miles in 
leng th, is under fair headway , and do ing a pro f­ 
itable business. A railro o d fro m Do ug lassv ille o r 
so me po int near it o n the Reading railro ad, up 
thro ug h Oley , to co nnect with the East Pennsy l­ 
v ania Ro ad, o r a branch o f the Co lebro o kdale 
railro ad, is stro ng ly talked o f and will mo st 
likely be built ere many y ears. . .” 
In this mo dern, cro wded, air-po lluted wo rld 
we are g rateful o ur Valley neig hbo rs cho se to 
believ e in a co ncept later ex pressed by the so ng ­ 
writers: “ Stay as sweet as y o u are. . .”

Pennsylvania’s Department of 
Highways seems to have a 
penchant for putting its foot in 
its mouth — notwithstanding the 
fact that it has just about the 
most lavish and most expensive 
promotional-public 
relations 
fountain on Capitol Hill (which 
in 
theory, 
with 
such 
“ex- 
4 pertise,” should preclude the 
I foot-inthe-mouth stance). 
* 
The other day, for example. 
7 the department issued to' news 
media a six-page packet of 
« graphs, charts and what-not 
; designed 
to 
underscore 
the 
righteousness and Secretary of 
Highways Robert G. Bartlett’s 
demands over the past three 
years that license fees be in- 
c r e a s e d 
for Pennsylvania 
vehicle owners. 
Mr. Barlett insists that if the 
license fee increase is not 
authorized (providing for 100 


per cent increase for passenger 
car owners — from $10 to $20 
— with a scaled increase for 
commercial 
vehicles) 
Penn­ 
sylvania’s highway construction 
program will be sharply cur-, 
tailed. 
What is interesting about all 
this at the moment is the fact 
that at the lime, almost to the 
very day, the Department of 
Highways last week was calling 
for 
an 
increase 
in 
vehicle 
registration fees to expand the 
c o n s t r u c t i o n program — 
Governor 
Shafer 
was 
an­ 
nouncing 
the 
convening 
“ in 
emergency 
session’’ 
of 
his 
Economic Advisory Council to 
find ways and means of cutting 
back state construction in line 
with President Nixon’s request 
for such state actions as an 
anti-inflationary move. 
In a letter to the President, 
the Governor, noting that a 75 
percent 
cutback 
in 
federal 


construction is now the order 
of the day, told Mr. Nixon: 
“ I fully support your efforts 
to stem the tide of inflation. 
As part of that support I am 
calling into emergency session 
my Economic Advisory Council 
and members of my Cabinet to 
determine what steps Penn- 
syvlania might take to follow 
your suggestions of voluntary 
compliance by the states in this 
matter.” 
This at a time when the 
Department of 
Highways 
is 
calling 
for 
an 
increase 
in 
vehicle registration fees so it 
can beef up construction! 
Additionally, the mere thought 
of the subject of taxes at this 
particular moment is abhorrent 
to Pennsylvania’s lawmakers as 
no other single subject as they 
tussle with the obviously much 
more pressing dilemma of how 
to raise a half-billion dollars in 


new taxes just to keep state 
government going. 
To try to spur a drive for 
an additional tax monies via 
increasing the tax on vehicle 
registrations certainly is just 
about the most psychologically 
repulsive move that could be 
made at this time insofar as 
lawmakers — and taxpayers in 
general — are concerned. 
The move on the part of the 
department recalls a similar 
foot-in-the mouth blooper during 
the first year of the Shafer 
Administration, when at that 
time Barlett began the clamor 
for the vehicle registration fee 
increase just at the time — alas 
— Shafer was unveiling his need 
for some $300 million in new 
general taxes. 
And 
again 
last year the 
“ strategists” s t a r t e d their 
clamor 
once 
more 
for 
in­ 
creasing 
vehicle

spending as an anti-inflation 
move. 
Suffice it to say that Penn­ 
sylvania’s legislative seas once 
more are in full churn, and by 
the time lawmakers wind up 
saddling 
Pennsylvania’s 
tax­ 
payers with a half-billion dollars 
in new taxes they aren’t likely 
to be very receptive to saddling 
the voting motoring public with 
a 100 per cent increase in their 
vehicle registration fees!

Truman Capote leveled sev­ 
eral sizzling insults on the “ To­ 
night” show at Jacqueline Sus- 
ann. Johnny Carson invited the 
latter, author of “ The Love 
Machine,” 
“ The Trash 
Ma­ 
chine,” and of “ Valley of the 
Dolls,” more “ The Dulls,” to 
his midnightcast with 
fight- 
night equal-time in mind. Car­ 
son led the female of the novel- 
species directly into the Capote 
topic with a fabricated straight- 
line (“ What do you think of 
Truman,” to which she fumbled 
through 
a 
feeble 
rejoinder 
about Truman being a great 
president and promptly fled the 
TV scene) all of it patently set 
up. 
Carson perhaps even hoped 
the authoress, a label we at­ 
tach to Miss Susann in penulti­ 
mate charity, might enliven his 
next-day headlines 
with 
the 
continuing ieud — only wars 
make the headlines these days 
— but La Susann copped out 
forlornly in her guadily beaded- 
of-course pantsuit. 
And there 
the feud fizzles for the moment. 
The resultant ringside cover­ 
age of the merits of Capote’s 
earlier if somewhat tart attack 
seem clear. 
The brilliant elf 
said nothing that hadn’t been 
considered fair comment at 
every cocktail party and jetset 
hoedown since the book burst 
into the best seller lists. 
Of 
course Susann’s Capote imita­ 


tion on TV some time before 
may have sped the brilliant lit­ 
tle author of “ In Cold Blood” 
into the mood for attack, but 
whatever triggered the Capote 
impatience, his critiques were 
valid. 
Based on the book jacket 
photos, her relentless TV and 
radio appearances, her consist­ 
ent disposition toward the ex­ 
pensively cheap costume and 
wigs for these theatrical per­ 
formances, her inelegant enun­ 
ciation, akin to her dreadful 
cliches, sexual and syntactical, 
provided Capote with a target 
more like a sequined sitting 
duck than a literary peahen. 
True. Capote does have an 
odd but interesting speech pat­ 
tern. True, he sounds no little 
like the “Percy Dovetonsils” 
poet-character created by the 
late Ernie Kovaes. 
But there 
is a great difference between 
Capote and Miss Susann when­ 
ever each speaks. Within min­ 
utes, even moments, of any 
given Capote anecdote or ob­ 
servation, the speech manner­ 
ism fades and the elf turns into 
a conversational 
giant. 
The 
easy, incisive phraseology em­ 
erges. The topic is extended in 
brilliant creativity, in word and 
form and point of view, of one 
of the most brilliant imagina­ 
tions this side of Poe. But with 
a more carbonated way with 


words, ideas, anecdotal struc­ 
ture. 
Capote’s vocal mannerisms 
become no lasting discourage­ 
ment versus the will and the 
gift for superbly graphic de­ 
scription, a talent for words, 
which Miss Susann lacks. For 
feud fanciers, her unwillingness 
to continue her own original 
attempt 
at 
Capote-ridicule 
might seem caution, cowardice, 
perhaps even the more reason­ 
able ultimate conclusion: that 
in a battle of wits with Truman 
Capote, she had entered un­ 
armed. 
Capote’s more unpublicized 
combat with Gore Vidal, also 
verbal and physically, if not in­ 
tellectually 
bloodless, 
had 
placed their philes and phobes 
more in competition than the 
principals. 
There, Vidal also 
comes off the winner: Gore 
Vidal has a talent for words, 
clever words, the flip, the gift­ 
ed but shallow-chic piirasemak- 
ing a preference for the glibly 
sensational, 
the 
expediently 
smutty porno-phraseology and 
perverted pleasures of “ Myra 
Breckenridge.” 
The sophisti­ 
cation of Vidal’s writing comes 
up epicene, the ideas too often 
desiccated in word and idea. 


Gore Vidal’s shallow urban­ 
ity is aimed constantly at Wil­ 
liam Buckley, the Cool Con- 


servative. 
Their TV tilts dur­ 
ing the 1968 National Conven­ 
tions loom as a tower of fas­ 
cinating triviality whose final 
accounting now awaits multi- 
million-dollar court actions. But 
strictly on the basis of their 
public utterances, it seems pa­ 
tently plain that Vidal’s disdain 
for 
Buckley transcends 
the 
rules of verbal savagery. Buck­ 
ley ended his recent Esquire 
magazine explanation of the TV 
tiff with a simple and abject 
apology for the extent of his 
quite Vidal-incited explosions. 
Vidal on the other hand in spok­ 
en and written (in Esquire) 
word openly seemed eager to 
construct a tangle of anti-Buck­ 
ley metaphor aimed at ques­ 
tioning Buckley’s masculinity. 
Shrewd, crude, false—and fun­ 
ny.

Watching him fight his way 
back toward health has been 
an inspiration to a lot of his 
associates, 
particularly 
those 
who tend to feel terribly sorry 
for themselves if they have as 
transient 
a 
malady 
as 
a 
hangover. Frank took a blow 
that would have broken most 
men’s spirits, as well as their 
bodies, got up off the deck and 
— as was his wont when he 
boxed for the University of 
Virginia — fought back. 


He underwent the long and 
s o m e t i m e s 
discouraging 
rehabilitation p r o g r a m as 
designed and supervised by the 
great Dr. Howard Rusk. He 
learned to talk again, walk 
again. There never was any 
question about his noodle. 


frank is the c o m p l e t e 
newspaperman. He started out 
as a police reporter under the 
wing of one of the best ever 
— Mike Claffey of the New 
York Journal; wrote one of the 
nimblest 
columns 
in 
town, 
appropriately called “ East Side, 
West Side,” was in the thick 
of the action as a correspondent 
in World Wrar II and Korea, 
won a Pulitzer price with W. 
R. Hearst, Jr., and Kingsbury 
Smith for the first real probing 
of 
the 
Soviet 
hierarchy: 
K h r u s h c h e v , 
Malenkov, 
Molotov, etc. 


After 
that, 
Frank 
was 
national editor of the Hearst 
papers, 
a 
pretty 
exalted 
sounding title. But nobody found 
him one bit different than he 
had 
ever 
been. 
He 
didn’t 
change, either, when he took 
a leave of absence and ran for 
Congress. (His mother had been 
a Democratic national com- 
mitteewoman from Connecticut 
and he inherited that lively 
lady’s keen interest in politics.) 


Frank lost to a better-oiled 
political machine and, with a 


sense of relief, went back to 
the newspaper business. 


I don’t know of anyone else 
in the trade who can match 
Conniff’s general knowledge of 
politics, geopolitics, war, history 
and sports. Through all his 
recent 
physical 
ordeals 
he 
managed to keep up with his 
exhaustive 
(and 
exhausting) 
reading of everything he could 
lift. 


Frank 
and 
Jack 
Kennedy 
were young friends together. He 
was as much at home in a 
foxhole in Europe or a rice 
paddy in Korea as he was with 
Eisenhower or, later, MacAr- 
thur. When he went with the 
troops advancing on Hitler’s 
Germany in World War II. he 
could write not only the spot 
news of what was happening but 
retrace the steps and problems 
of Napoleon over the same 
terrain. 


As for Korea, he was writing 
about the potential menace of 
that part of the world 
to 
America’s future long before 
M a c A r t h u r 
made 
his 
memorable “ Old Soldiers Never 
Die” speech to a joint session 
of Congress. 


He punched out some first- 
class copy after viewing the 
1968 national conventions on TV. 
It was a joy to see his by-line 
once more, after the hell he 
had been through and would 
still have to weather. 


Frank is a traveling com­ 
panion 
without 
compare, 
a 
w a l k i n g 
encyclopedia 
on 
everything a fellow traveler 
needs in the way of ready in­ 
formation. His assessment of 
Khrushchev as a future leader 
of Russia was as profound as 
his knowledge and appreciation 
of 
the 
genius 
of 
Dmitri 
Shostakovich, David Oistrakh, 
Galino Ulanova. Willie Mays 
and the proper way to construct 
a martini. 


That portion of Collins Avenue 
in Miami where the Conniffs 
will sojourn until Frank fully 
recovers — which he is going 
to — should be a happier place 
than heretofore. The Conniffs 
have great kids; Frank himself 
has the kind of wife by which 
all 
other 
great 
girls 
are 
measured. 


Jim Bishop and a lot of other 
good working stiffs will be 
nearby to keep him company 
as Frank makes the big turn 
and heads back — like a 
homecoming Apollo — for his

Senate Passes $20 Billion 
Military Procurement Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate beat back final attempts 
to 
restrict 
defense 
spending 
Thursday and passed a $20 bil­ 
lion military procurement au­ 
thorization virtually intact. 
The vote on passage was 8 1 to 
5 . 
The m easure now goes to the 
House while the Senate turns to 
another controversial m atter— 
space spending and priorities. 
The procurement bill author­ 
izes $19.98 billion for aircraft, 
m issiles, 
naval 
vessels 
and 
tracked 
com bat vehicles. 
In­ 
cluded is a go-ohead for the con­ 
troversial Safeguard antiballis- 
tic missile. 
Some 
$7.1 
billion 
is 
ear 
m arked for research, develop­ 
ment, test and evaluation of 
various projects. 


SINCE JULY 7 
The Senate has been debating 
the bill since July 7, the lengthi­ 
est debate over m ilitary spend­ 
ing in nearly two decades, yet 
the bill em erged virtually un­ 
scathed. The actual money for 
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the program s must be provided 
in separate legislation. 
Pentagon critics were able to 
chop out only $45 .6 million for 
social science research and $25 
million 
from the contingency 
fund. 
Despite that, the bipartisan 
band of critics said their drive 
was 
successful because 
they 
forced the Pentagon to give up 
some program s voluntarily and 
had sown seeds for a continuing 
debate and harsher scrutiny of 
military spending. 
Earlier, spending critics suf­ 
fered 
other 
setbacks 
when 
amendments calling for defense 
studies were defeated. 
One amendment, offered by 
Sen. Edward Brooke, R-M ass., 
would have set up a 15 -member 
alue-ribbon commission to study 
the entire field of defense and 
international commitments and 
report by Dec. 31, 1970. It was 
rejected 63 to 22. 


FIVE M EM BERS 
The commission would have 
included 
five 
members 
each 
named by the Senate, the House 
and the White House. 
Opposition 
centered 
on 
the 
theory that such a study should 
be done completely within Con­ 
gress. 
“ It cuts squarely across many 
of the constitutional principles 
that I understand,” said Sen. 
John C. Stennis, D-Miss., chair­ 
man of the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee and architect of 
the Pentagon critics’ consistent 
defeats. 
Stennis said the study would 
suspend the work of the Senate 


Armed Services, Foreign Rela­ 
tions and Appropriations Com­ 
mittees. 
The Senate tabled 63 to 23 an 
attempt to require further study 
of a proposed new Navy fighter 
plane. It would have required 
the study by next April. 
Offered by Sens. Vance Ha- 
rtke, D-Ind., and M ark Hatfield, 
R-Ore., the amendment would 
not have touched any of the $45 0 
million provided for research 
and development on the car­ 
rier-based plane in the bill. 
Nevertheless, Pentagon back­ 
ers said there 
already have 
been enough studies by the De­ 
fense Department and the Sen­ 
ate Armed Services Committee 
with most of them supporting 
the F14. 
Before the vote, Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., told the Sen 
ate that despite continuous de­ 
feats in their seven-week effort 
to trim the procurement bill, 
Pentagon critics were encour­ 
aged. 
Proxmire said the entire ef­ 
fort was “ an attempt for the 
first time in almost two decades 
to get Congress and the country 
to exercise Jheir critical facul­ 
ties over defense spending.” 
Proxmire cited as evidence of 
success 
the 
fact 
the 
arm ed 
fores had cut some $1 billion 
from 
the 
spending 
measure 
while the administration itself 
had cut back troop strength and 
scrapped voluntarily such con­ 
troversial and costly program s 
as a manned orbital laboratory 
and the Cheyenne helicopter.

She said in the telegram that

M iss Reynolds said the objec­ 
tion to the cigarette com mercial 
had not been intended to reach 
the press and said “ any result­ 
ing publicity which m ay have 
caused 
em barrassm ent 
was 
without m y authority, and was 
as unexpected to me as to any­ 
one else, because my telegram 
to NBC w as intended only for 
NBC’s consideration.” 
At least two perform ers, Law­ 
rence Welk on ABC and Doris 
Day, on CBS, have contracts 
which forbid cigarette advertis­ 
ing. Andy Williams has objected 
to a cigarette commercial that 
will be included when his show 
premiers on NBC Saturday, and 
the network has agreed to air 
an antismoking commercial at 
the end. 


HARRISBURG (AP) - At­ 
torneys for a York magazine 
dealer argued at a federal court 
hearing Thursday that a portion 
of the state’s obsctnity law is 
unconstitutional. 
The argument on behalf of 
the 
dealer, 
H. L. 
Gundlach, 
amounts to a test of a 1968 
amendment to the 
law. The 
three-judge panel took the case 
under advisement. 
The York County district at­ 
torney’s office told the court 
that the law was constitutional, 
and that it acted properly in ob- 
aining a temporary and later a 
preliminary injunction against 
Gundlach. The preliminary in­ 
junction rem ains in force.

“ Under the state law, a dis­ 
trict attorney can get an ex 
parte 
(tem porary) 
injunction 
without showing any underlying 
circum stances,” Smith s a i d . 


“ He only has to show there is 
a danger to the welfare and 
peace of the community.” 


Smith said the law also failed 
to set r. time period within 
which the court m ust hear testi­ 
mony to determine whether the 
m aterial is obscene. This hear­ 
ing would be the first opportun­ 
ity for the defendant to present 
his case, Smith said. 
John T. Miller, assistant dis­ 
trict attorney for York County, 
said the Pittsburgh case cited 
by 
Smith 
“ was not brought 
under tins act.” 
Miller also said the state act 
does provide for a second hear­ 
ing under rules of civil proce­ 


dure. Such a hearing must take 
place within five days. 
Asked by Judge William J. 
Nealon if he felt it was consti­ 
tutional to get an ex parte or­ 
der without the m aterial being 
judged 
obscene, 
first, 
Miller 
said. 
“ It is, because the statute pro­ 
vides for a second hearing with­ 
in five days.” 


Before arguments on the sta­ 
tute itself began, attorneys on 
both sides debated whether the 
federal court should hear the 


case. Smith and his co-counsel, 
J. Thomas Menaker of H arris­ 


burg, said it should. Miller ar­ 
gued the defendant should try 
to overturn the injunction in the 
court that issued it — York 
County Court.

Agnew Remarks 
Have Li ttle 
Poli cy Effect 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew’s cel­ 
ebrated remarks on the busing 
of school children, delivered at 
essentially a political gathering, 
appear to have little policy sig­ 
nificance. 
Government civil rights spe- 
ciaEsts generally agree Agnew 
merely restated existing law 
and practice in comments at the 
Southern Governors Conference 
in Williamsburg, Va. He op­ 
posed busing “ children to other 
neighborhoods to achieve an in­ 
tegrated status . . 
But federal officials note Ag­ 
new departed from his prepared 
text to mention an issue espe­ 
cially sensitive in the South, j 
And the South is where some; 
party strategists hope to build 
new Republican strength. 
The governors were consider­ 
ing a resolution—subsequently 
blocked—that opposed federally 
imposed busing to bring about 
school desegregation. 
Agnew appeared to be sup­ 
porting the resolution. But he 
wasn’t, because there is a cru­ 
cial distinction between integra­ 
tion and desegregation in feder-j 
al Jaw. 
The statutes say busing is per- j 
missible to end a segregated 
school system or enhance edu­ 
cational opportunities—but not 
to bring about racial balance or 
integration. 
President Nixon, through a 
spokesman, chose his words, 
carefully in endorsing Agnew’s 
statement. 
“ It’s never been the policy of j 
the administration to impose; 
busing as a way to achieve ra­ 
cial balance,” the 
President 
said. 
The Department of Welfare; 
followed up with this statement: 
4‘Administratively, we have told 
our compliance people to let lo­ 
cal school officials, to the great­ 
est extent possible under the 
Jaw, work out their individual 
busing schedules and routes.”

President Urges 


Top UN Priority 


For Hijackings 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
(AP) — President Nix on u rged 
the United Nations Thu rsday to 
giv e high priority to steps to 
iialt the hijacking of airliners. 
In his address to the General 
Assembly , the President listed 
hijacking among world issu es 
on which he said there shou ld be 
no national differences. 
“ By any standards,” he said, 
¡“aircraft hijackings are moral­ 
ly , politically and legally inde­ 
fensible.” 
Althou gh U.S. airliners forced 
to fly to Cu ba hav e been the 
chief targets of hijackers, the 
Federal 
Av iation 
Administra 
tion in Washington reports that 
105 airliners and light planes 
hav e been hijacked throu ghou t 
the world since 196 1. Fifty -one 
of those were U.S. aircraft, all 
bu t one of which were forced to 
Cu ba. Of the 54 foreign planes 
hijacked, half were flown to 
Cu ba. 


SMALL GATE

block has been cleared, and

Occasionally , 
child, a man, or a woman will 
call ou t, claiming to hav e seen 
the v ision, or to annou nce a mir­ 
acle. Ev ery once in a while a 
man’s v oice ov er the lou dspeak­ 
er assu res the v isitors that any 
miracle will be promptly an­ 
nou nced.

Within the chu rch little has 
changed since the first report of 
the apparition. Only the pews, 
cru de benches, hav e been re­ 
painted. In line with the Coptic 
tradition of dev otion, men and 
women alike caress the glass 
panes ov er holy pictu res. 
Ou tside the chu rch, v isitors 
su rrou nd a small stone and con­ 
crete shrine. Many hav e scraps 
of newspaper to scoop u p y ellow 
sand from the center of the 
bowl-like monu ment. They be­ 
liev e that the sand has miracu -

eral cou rtrooms and their env i­ 
rons. 
The order, issu ed Wednesday 
by William J. Camp bell, chief 
federal ju dge in Chicago, barred 
broadcasting and p hotograp hy 
on floors hou sing cou rtrooms 
and the grou nd floors, p laza and 
sidewalks su rrou nding the cou rt 
hou se. 
The first arrested today were 
Michael Rollins, a rep orter for 
radio station WCFL, and Arv id 


Carlson, a cam erm an for WGN- 


TV, who were in the lobby of the 
bu ilding. 


Im m ediately after these ar­ 
rests, other newsmen in the lob­ 
by of the Federal Bu ilding be­ 
gan tu rning on their cam eras 
and tap e recorders and were a r­ 
rested. 
They were not imm ediately 
identified. 
At the tim e of his arrest, Rol­ 
lins was tap ing an interv iew 
with Sherman H. Skolnick abou t 
a su it Skolnick had ju st filed as 
a p riv ate citizen challenging the 
constitu tionally of Ju dge Camp ­ 
bell’s order. 
Skolnick was holding a p ress 
conference at the time abou t his 


su it and was su rrou nded by re­ 
p orters. 
After Rollins tu rned on his 
tap e recorder, Frank Reddy , su ­ 
p erv ising dep u ty U.S. m arshal, 
warned him that he was v iolat­ 
ing the order. 
Skolnick, a legal researcher, 
then demanded that he be ar­ 
rested becau se he had inv ited 
the newsmen to attend his p ress 
conference there. 
Assembled 
rep orters 
were 
then told by John Adams, chief 
dep u ty m arshal: 
“ We are asking any p eop le 
with recording dev ices or cam ­ 
eras to leav e. If y ou won’t, y ou 
are u nder arrest.” 
When 
Rollins 
continu ed 
to 


tap e, Adams asked him: “ Do 
y ou refu se to stop ?” Rollins re­ 
p lied tha t he wou ld continu e and 
Adams arrested him. 
Carlson, who was holding bu t 
not u sing a cam era, was arrest­ 
ed shortly afterw ard by Reddy . 
Carlson argu ed that the order 
p rohibited actu al filming and 
that he was not u sing his cam ­ 
era. 
Ju dge Camp bell issu ed his or­ 
der a week nefore the schedu led 
trial of eight anti-war leaders 
charged 
with 
crossing 
state 
lines to p romote a riot. 
The ju dge said the action was 
taken to bring abou t “ u niformi­ 
ty at all United States District 
cou rthou ses 
throu ghou t 
the 


cou ntry , and at the direction of 
the Ju dicial Conference of the 


United States.” 
In the p ast, the lobby of the 
Federal Bu ilding often has been 
u sed by the news m edia for 
p ress 
conferences 
with 
U.S. 
Atty . Thomas A. Foran. 
USED LOBBY 
Skolnick, too, has in the p ast 
u sed the lobby and other floors 
in the bu ilding for p ress confer­ 
ences. 
Skolnick has filed nu merou s 
cou rt actions against p u blic offi­ 
cials, alleging v ariou s form s of 
miscondu ct. 
His latest su it, filed with Mrs. 
H arriett Sherman, states that 
the p laintiffs are acting as rep ­ 


resentativ es of all p ersons who 
watch telev ision and listen to 


radio, p articu larly news p ro­ 


gram s. 
The su it m aintains that Ju dge 
Camp bell’s order is “ another 
step toward choking off p u blic 
information on what goes on in 
the federal cou rt hou se.”
